He said a patrol car hada 
cruised past M-A about 4 a.m., 
but its driver hadn’t noticed 
anything. 

The schoolmen took a dim 
view of the “trick” also, though 
they said they weren't plan- 
ning any extensive punish- 
ment.

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The Election—It Has 
Candidates and Issues 


Tuesday, voters of the state will go to the polls to cast 
ballots in a number of partisan and non-partisan elections. 
On the county non-party level, there’s little excitement; only 
a couple of contests have developed. 

The selections of Democratic and Republican candi- 
dates for the general election, we feel, are party matters. 
We make no recommendations or endorsements. But we 
hope the members of the two parties will give enthusiastic 
support to their candidates, so we'll be recommending 


from among the best in November. 


Most non-partisan candidates on which you'll have an 
opportunity to cast ballots are unopposed, it is true. But 
we feel that all the local ones thus tacitly endorsed by the 
fact that no one could be found to run against them, de- 


serve the additional nod of approval by a vote. 


In contested elections for county officers, we find 
ourselves with only two contests —those for county tax 


collector and for supervisor of the fifth district. 


We recommend for the office of tax collector, John J. 
Brophy, city assessor and auditor for Redwood City. We 
feel his long acquaintance with tax matters in a community 
which is noticeable for conservative practices in this re- 
gard qualifies him for the job. 

For supervisor from the fifth district, we recommend 
Edward R. McDonald, the incumbent. While we don't 
particularly feel qualified to make a recommendation for 
a vote for someone who doesn’t represent this area and 
who is hardly known here, we feel that, on the record, he 
too deserves your endorsement . 

On the state level, there’s the matter of the election 
of a new superintendent of public instruction. For this post, 
we recommend you vote for Max Rafferty, who has im- 
pressed us with his dedication to academic programming 
in the schools, and his promise to eliminate such catch-all 
meaninglessnesses as “social studies” and substitute solid 
courses that mean something — such as “history,” “geog- 
raphy,” and “economics,” for instance. 

Turn now to the ballot propositions, other than the 
Menlo: Park School District tax measure. 

Proposition 1 — Vote Yes. There can be no doubt that 
the state is going to have to keep on building schools, to 
keep up with the influx of population and the advance 
of the “baby boom” product through the grades, for many 
years. 

Proposition 2 — Vote No. It's been nine years since the 
end of the last armed conflict in which the United States 
has been involved; those who fought in it should, by this 
time, have made up their minds about buying homes or 
farms. Further, it has been our observation that a goodly 
part of California veterans’ aid funds get swallowed up in 
administrative costs. 

Proposition 3 — Vote No. This is a little gem of sloppy 
legislative and bureaucratic action. Not only is this propo- 
sition, calling for $270,000,000 in bonds, carelessly worded 
on the ballot (see telegram to the editor from Governor 
Brown, et al, elsewhere on this page) but wording of the 
bill itself sets a dangerous precedent, a new record for 
vagueness. The purposes for which the bonds are proposed 
are of high priority; the bill, however, says in so many 
words: “Nothing in this act is intended to prevent the 
Legislature from deviating from the specific projects men- 
tioned, . . .” Let that sink in a moment. . . You're lett 
with $270,000,000 for what? 


Proposition 4—Vote No. This one asks for a $100,- 
000,000 bond issue, to finance construction of low-cost 
housing for the elderly. But the joker in the deck appears 
to be that such housing, once constructed, can be exempted 
from local and state property taxes. Seriously, we don’t 
believe a person should be exempted from all responsibility 
as a member of the public and a user of public facilities, 
just because he’s reached some golden age level, like 65 
years. 

Proposition 5 — Vote Yes. Whatever we may feel about 
expenses of government, we must all agree that land must 
be preserved for outdoor recreation to meet growing needs. 

Proposition 6— Vote Yes. We'd enjoy having another 
hour of evening daylight, for another month in the fall. 

County Bond Measure A—Vote Yes. San Mateo 
county officials have done a good job of “pay as you go” 
construction in the past, but the job is getting too big. 
Financing a $2,900,000 building out of current revenues, 
for the use of residents of the county of the future, doesn’t 

‘seem like a good idea to us. The county must have the 
facilities. The proposed bond issue is the least objection- 
able method of financing them. 


As We See It: Another Chance on School Tax 


Tuesday, the voters of the Menlo Park Elementary 
School District will get another chance to pass the district’s 
proposed permissive tax rate measure — one which would 
raise the permissive maximum from $1.99 to $2.49 per 


$100 assessed valuation. 


Trustees have promised that they'll maintain the tax 
rate at considerably less than the allowed maximum, too, 


at least for a year. 


“School costs are too high,” we're told by those who 
oppose the measure. There are vague references to “frills,” 
and there are calls to “restudy the curriculum with an eye 
to economy” — which is a device educational faddists and 


admirers of the McGuffey readers use to get their hands on 
the curriculum and warp it to suit their own notions. 

Are school costs too high? Are the taxpayers really 
being hurt out of all reason? 

Most of us spend more than the amount of our school 
tax bill each year on support of tasteless entertainment, 
minor personal vices, catering our own vanity and prestige- 
buying. 

Those of us who went to schocl a generation ago got 
the best education the senior generation of that era would 
buy. Sometimes it was good, sometimes not so hot. There 


You wonder if youngsters here today are getting edu- 
cated? They are probably getting a better education than 
any generation of youngsters in any age. But if there are 
things wrong with the curriculum today — and with some 
of those who are teaching it — the situation won't be im- 
proved by reducing our expenditures, by allowing the 
salaries we can offer good teachers to slip below those 
being paid in other districts. 

This time, let’s get with it. Let’s give the educators 
what they need to have to get on with the job. If the 
education resulting isn’t up to par, replace the school board 
at the next election.

“LACK OF SUPPORT’ 


Editor, the Recorder: 


We, the undersigned teachers of Menlo 
Park City Schools, are weary of hearing 
the age old argument, “What was good 
enough for me and my father is good 
enough for my children.” Anyone who actu- 
ally believes this must be blind to the 
complex world about him. 


The subject areas and the high stand- 
ards of achievement required in Menlo 
Park, together with the desire for college 
preparation for all children, makes for 
greater demands on the ability of the class- 
room teacher. 


As a result, the preparation and training 
of teachers has become more extensive and 
expensive. Due to this fact and the fact 
that the cost of living is higher, we teach- 
ers of Menlo Park expect, and should get, 
a salary which is commensurate with what 
we have to offer. 


It is well known that the salary scale of 
Menlo Park has not adequately compen- 
sated for the quality teaching the commu- 
nity demands. Yet, why have highly quali- 
fied teachers flocked to Menlo Park from 
all over the United States? 


The answer may not be obvious to the 
layman, but the teacher who has a “pride 
of workmanship”, a persona! desire to excel 
at his chosen work, can see that Menlo Park 
has much to offer the quality teacher who 
wants to give quality education to every 
child in his class. 


The following list is derived from the 
answers many teachers have given to the 
question, “Why did you choose to teach 
in Menlo Park rather than in a neighboring 
district?” 


1. Small classes where children can 
be taught, rather than subjects “cov- 
ered.”

5. Open-ended curriculum which en- 
riches the education of ail children re- 
gardless of ability. 


6. An interest by the district in a 
foreign language program in the ele- 
mentary grades. 


7. Classroom teacher supervision by 
the school principal. 


8. Support of the classroom teach- 
er’s decisions by most parents. 


9. A good testing program to identify 
the gifted child and help the classroom 
teacher with those children with emo- 
tional problems. 


10. Good impressions made during 
student teaching experience here. 


11. The fact that each teacher is 
given freedom of action regarding 
teaching methods to accomplish the 
district goals of curriculum. 


12. Extra curricular duties are main- 
ly voluntary. 


13. P.G.1. credit is given for 10 units 
of college work rather than the usual 
15 in neighboring districts. 

14. Individual needs of teachers are 
met through consideration of personal 
happiness and welfare. 

We, the undersigned, feel that the above- 
mentioned statements encouraged out- 
standing teachers to come to Menlo Park 
where they could expect to be a part of a 
system of quality education which was sup- 
ported by the citizens of Menlo Park. 

We feel that the recent defeat of the tax 
increase proposal was an alarming indica- 
tion of lack of support of, and much disin- 
terest in, the work of the teachers. The 
defeat was, in effect, a vote of ‘no confi- 
dence.” 

How long can quality teachers be ex- 
pected to work in a district where they are 
not supported by the citizens for whom they 
work? How long can these teachers be 
expected to remain in a district which is 
fast losing those factors which brought 
them to the district in the first place? 

A comparatively low salary scale has not 
caused too large a number of teachers to 
leave, but the increasingly strong influ- 
ence of uninformed people who have not 
often, if ever, been in the classrooms to 
observe long enough to appreciate what 
they are getting for their money is causing 
much concern among otherwise permanent 


teachers.

San Mateo county is having 
one of the quietest primary el- 
ections in history on June 5. 
The lack of contests for almost 
all county offices is blamed, 
but there is still some fireworks 
going on in the assembly rac- 
es and for state nominations. 

With only two county races, 
one for supervisor and the oth- 
er for the tax collector’s office, 
attention is naturally center- 
ing on the party battles for as 
sembly seats. 

In the south county dis- 
trict even incumbent Repub- 
lican Carl A. Britschgi is be- 
ing opposed by three candi- 
dates for his own party’s no- 
mination for the November 
runoff. Hiram S. Stout of 
Redwood City, a former city 
councilman here, would ap- 
pear to have the best chance 
of unseating Briischgi, but 
even that is a bare possibili- 
ty in our opinion. 

We can’t expect much in the

ing milkman,” or from Mrs. 
Mary I. Ahlbrandt, who is run- 
ning just because she thinks a 
woman should hold the job. 


If the split Republican party 
is as strong as it is claimed, 
Stout may be able to pile up 
a real vote count. There are 
many party members who are 
of the opinion that Britschgi 
is as much or more of a Demo- 
erat than Republican and this 
feeling is shared by many Dem- 
ocrats. It won’t help the incum- 
bent assemblyman in the pri- 
mary, however—it all depends 
on the Republicans and how 
bad the split really is. 


We look for Britschgi to 
go into the November run- 
off against Donald A. Barr 
of Menlo Park, who at this 
time appears to have the 
edge over Dennis L. Wood- 
man, Redwood City attorney, 
and Martin J. Sweeney, local 
Realtor, who is a perennial 
candidate for some political 
job or another, always unsuc- 
cessful. Barr has the better 
endorsements of the three 
and is apparently an almost 
solid pick of party leaders. 


The race for supervisor be- 
tween veteran incumbent Ed- 
ward R. McDonald of Burlin- 
game and Webb L. Witmer of 
Millbrae appears to be a run- 
away for the incumbent if past 
performances are a rule. Mc- 
Donald, always popular with 
the voters, has lost little if any 
of this trus**and Witmer, a 
newcomer to county politics, 
has his hands full. This race 
will be settled at the primary 
and we pick McDonald with 
room to spare. 


The six way fight for the tax 
collector’s post now held by 
Lorraine A. Dickey, who is re- 
tiring, should bring out two 
strong candidates for the No- 
vember runoff. 


We think they will be 
John J. Brophy, Redwood Ci- 
ty assessor-auditor, and Ross 
Conti, the present assistant 
tax collector. 

Brophy has gained a lot of 
support in all sections of the 
county and should make a good 
run of it. Conti is getting 
strong backing from the court- 
house. Miss Dickey has given 
her wholehearted support to 
her assistant, so we just could 
possibly expect Conti to be top 
vote getter in the primary. 
George C. Wilczewski, an ac- 
countant of Redwood City, is 
making a strong bid, while Al- 
an B. Jensen, Preston K. Men- 
dell and John J. Romano ap- 
peart to be going along for the 
ride: at least that is the way 
it looks from here. We still 
think it will be Brophy-Conti 
in November and that it will 
be a dandy. 


No one seems to be guess 
ing how the county will vote 
on the Republican race for 
governor which narrows 
down to Richard M. Nixon 
and Joseph C. Shell. This 
could be a close one, not on- 
ly in this county, but state- 
wide, as well. 


The odds are heavily in fa- 
for of Nixon to win and op- 
pose Governor Edmund Brown 
in November. Our own Rich- 
ard J. Dolwig is expected to 
pick up a lot of support in the 
southern part of the state in 
his race for the attorney gen- 
eral office and, with the party’s 
endorsement, appears to have 
the overall state edge. 

He will get a big majority of 
party votes in this county, 
where he always has been pop- 
ular. 

Mayor George Chrisopher of 
San Francisco should win the 
GOP nomination for lieutenant 
governor, and we expect in- 
cumbent Thomas Kuchel to 
win his party’s nod for U.S. 
senator despite strong opposi- 
tion. 

There is always a lot of to do 
about who piles up the highest 
complimentary vote in the pri- 
mary. With all incumbent offi- 
cers running without opposi- 
tion, save two, we look for Su- 
pervisor T. Louis Chess, the 
popular chairman of the board 
of supervisors to grab that 
honor.
